V-James Jefferson Columbus Drennan, son of Robert and Martha 
H, Wiley Drennan, and Father of the compiler of this record, 
was born December 22, 1842 and died July 3, 1880, aged 37 years 
6 months and 11 days, He lived with his parents at Molino, 
Tenn, until the beginning of the Civil War at which time he 
and his brother, Calvin W, Drennan, enlisted both serving 
till the War closed, Prior to his entry into the War at the 
age of 18, James J.C. Drennan was taking a theological course 
preparatory to entering the Ministry and his large library 
of Theological books are still in our family, but his studies 
and plans were interrupted and completely thwarted by the War 
in which he served, While only nine years old at the time 
of his departure, the writer recalls hearing his father re~ 
late the following incident: He and his brother, Calvin W. 
Drennan, were in the midst of a fierce fought battle, and 
they were both side by side in a kneeling position firing 
rapidly and in the midst of shot, shell, smoke and confusion 
each one thought he saw the other fall dead by his side, They 
had been separated unawares and each had seen some other man 
fall by his side, It was three days before they were re-united 
and during all this*°time each had mourned the other dead, 
Being four years older at the close of the War, and as a ree 
sult financially embarrassed, he abandoned his original plans 
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for the Ministry, aided his father in re-gaining his fortune, 
and three years later was married to Frances Jane Daie, to 
whomwere born three children, Hattie Lou, John Calvin and 
Robert Hamilton,

NJohn Calvin Drennan was born May 16, 1871 at Molino, 
Tennessee, the oldest son of James J.C. Drennan and 
Frances Dale Drennan. He attended Milton College and 
was graduated in 1893 from the Fayetteville Collegiate 
Institute, receiving a B.S, degree. He taught three 
years in the public schools of Lincoln County and one 
year at West Tennessee College. Abandoning teaching, he 
traveled throughout the southern states as a salesman, 
For the next thirteen years he lectured under the auspices 
of the state and national Anti-Saloon League, covering 
most of the states of the union. wave 
He returned to Fayetteville, marrying Grace Olivia Prosser, 
daughter of James Elisha and Susan Leonore Womack Prosser, 
January 28, 1908, He entered the mercantile business on 
the north side of the public square, remaining there 
12 years. lr, Drennan was associated with the First 
National Bank of Fayetteville as a director until it was 
closed in 1933. When the Union National Bank was organized

HISTORY OF UNION CHURCH LOCATED AT HARMS, TENN. 
(taken from Fayetteville Observer July 3, 1924) 


Early Church-Very little is known so far as facts are concerned 
regarding the church prior to 1840, Tradition has it that a 
number of different denominations combined their efforts into 

a union meeting, coming from great distances in wagons, on 
horseback, and on foot and camping during the meeting. Thus 
was derived the name Union Camp Ground, 


It ig not known for how many years an organization existed prior 
to 1849 (This probably should have been '1840'.Ed.) but it is 
certain that there was a church organization possibly ten years 
earlier. There was no church building, the congregation util- 
izing a vacant house in the neighborhood and building a brush 
arbor in the summer for the annual revival. 


The location of the first building was on land originally 
known as the Touchstone Place, situated about one mile north= . 
west of the present building and about one-quarter mile off 
the Elkton pike. 


It has been stated, though erroneously, that the land for the 
church was a gift, but the original deed, now in possession of 
J.H. McDaniel, the recording stewart, shows that the land, about 
seven acres, was purchased from William Edmiston, Ebenezer: 
MCEwn, James Gillaspie, and John Beatie jointly by the trustees 
of the church, ‘The purchase price was thirty dollars. The 
trustees named in the deed are Thomas Hines, Benjamin Ramey, 
Joshua Hughes, William Lay, John l'cGaugh, St. George lartin 

and Ambrose Timmons. The above mentioned deed bears date of 
August 7th, 1839, and was registered December 12th of the same 
year, 


The first building must have been erected during the year 1940 
(sic) as the records show that it was in use in 1841. 


AN EARLY QUARTERLY CONFERENCE-The minutes of a quarterly confer- 
ence held in 1851 show that there were eleven appointments on 
the circuit. The total amount paid preacher and presiding elder 
was $16.05. Of this sum Union Church paid. forty-five cents, It 
ig not to be supposed that the presiding elder consumed an 
excessive amount of gasoline and motor oil nor was his garage 
bill exceedingly heavy, as the conference paid all traveling 
expenses which amounted to fifty cents. 


A reading of the minutes of these ancient gatherings shows that 
it was not uncommon for charges to be preferred against members 
of the church and expulsion was quite common. 


There was only one Sunday School on the circuit in 1857, ina- 
bility to secure leaders being the reason given. The records 
show that the officials were very faithful to attend all meet- 
ings of the church, a practice that might well be emulated at 
the present day. to 
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DIFFERENT BUILDINGS-As has been stated the first home of worship 
was erected in the year 1840, Ambrose Driskill being pastor. 
This building served the congregation for near half a century 
being superseded in 1888 by a new frame building erected under 
the leadership of the Rev, John -D. Massey. This latter structure 
suffered severely during a cyclone in April 1909 after which 

it was repaired only to be injured again in 1913. Due to its 
condition and more to a growing demand to move the location to 
Harms it was not remodeled as was planned but a new brick struc- 
ture, the present building, was erected at this place in 1915, 
L.wW. Stewart being pastor and H.Bs Reams, PsEi The site of the 
building was donated by J.Ji Martin and SiC, McCown;

I.H, McDaniel has himself 
been recording steward for thirty-three years and it is due to 
him and the fact that he has so carefully preserved the records 
that this history is made possible.

His father Henry J. was 
a prominent citizen of the county, a civil engineer and one of 
the best mathematicians in this section of the State and was 
universally liked. 


Our subject W.A,. Pamplin, was reared on a farm and received his 
literary education in the public schools with the exception 

of ten months which he spent at Fayetteville Collegiate Insti- 
tute. . 


Mr, Pamplin is the leader in the councils of the Republican 
party in this county and has always taken a deep interest in . 
all party matters. He was the Republican elector for -the Fifth 
Congressional District in 1896 and did credit to his party and - 
himself on this occasion. While a strict party man and true 
and loyal to all its causes, he ig liberal and broad in his 
Views. : 


Mr, Pamplin was appointed postmaster by President McKinley . 
September 10 1897, and was re-appointed by President Roosevelt 
March 1, 1902,'and his last term is now about half out, 
Statements here published will show that the business has had. 
a steady increase since his appointment. He gives his entire 
personal attention to the office and has never had a leave of 
absence, He is ably assisted by his deputy Mr, Will Ralston, 
who has been with him since his appointment and also Miss 
Nannie B, Smith.
